Step is Taken by Governing Body After Learning 
That Bavaria is in Protest Over The Abandon­ 
ment of Passive Resistance Bavaria Claims Her 
Action Had No Such Meaning.

BERLIN, Sept. 27.— Immediate proclamation of a state of 
emergency' throughout Germany was decided upon at a hur­ 
riedly called midnight session of the German cabinet attend­ 
ed by General Von Seeckt, chief of staff. 
Minister of Defense 
(Jessies was given executive authority to put into force any 
military or police measures that might he deemed warranted 
under the circumstances. 
The action is construed as virtually 
placing Germany in the hands of military dictators. The action 
was taken when the news of the appointment of Dr. Von Kahr 
as military dictator of Bavaria was received. 
The proclama­ 
tion as issued was intended to offset the Bavarian manifesto. 
Bavaria’s action is construed as a censorial criticism of the way 
the Berlin government called off passive resistance in the Ruhr. 
Bavaria has asserted the measures were wholly prompted by 
the suspicious activities of the guards of Adolph Hitler, nat­ 
ional socialist leader.

All of us are 
more or less fam iliar with the work 
done by the County Health Nurse, 
particularly among the school chil­ 
dren, and realize 
its 
importance. 
Physical examination followed by a 
definite health program 
under the 
direction of teachers, supervised by 
the Health Nurse, 
will arouse the 
child’s interest in his own physical 
well being and will call the atten ­ 
tion of parents to serious 
defect? 
which perhaps are not apparent on 
surface and yet need attention. 


U ses o f C o u n ty N u rse. 
Another way that the nurse can 
be of very definite use to us all in 
the school is in the detection of in­ 
fectious diseases and their eradica­ 
tion, by proper treatm ent and quar­ 
antine. 
Brazos county has had one 
years’ work 
with Miss C rosse, fi­ 
nanced 
and 
directed by the Red 
Cross. 
This work of the Red Cross 
was discontinued last February, due 
to lack of funds. 
Our United States Congress had 
recently passed the Shepherd-Towri­ 
er Bill, 
which provides for the em­ 
ployment of county nurses, and un­ 
der which all the money raised in 
the county is matched 
by 
Federal 
funds. 
This is the M aternity and 
Child W elfare Aet. 
This work is un­ 
der the supervision 
of 
the 
State 
Health Department at Austin, 
and 
the nurses must be approved 
by 
them. 
The funds are to be handled 
by 
the 
County 
Commissioners^ 
Court, and the nurse works under a 
committee appointed by the county 
judge. 
T w e lv e H u n d red N eed ed . 
Acting with the State Health De­ 
partm ent a budget has been worked 
out which calls for $1,200 to be rais­ 
ed in the county. 
This will give us 
$2,400— $1,800 for a nurse’s salary 
and $600 for maintenance of car and 
office expenses. 
This small amount 
was made possible by the fact that 
the lied Cross Board very generously 
turned over all the equipment own­ 
ed 
by 
them, 
including the Ford 
coupe used by the nurse.

Brazos county 
has made some 
strides in rural education even with­ 
in the three years I have been in the 
work in the county. 
Compared with 
other counties of the state, she can 
congratulate herself upon at least be 
mg ahead of many. Brazos has few 
er one-teacher schools in proportion 
to schools of two or more teachers 
than a m ajority of the counties of 
the state. She has fairly good school 
buildings. 
In fact, she has some ex­ 
cellent buildings. 
Brazos has some 
good teachers iii her rural schools. 
But, with all we have done, wo ar.* 
fur from having schools that really 
measure up te present day needs, 
that it would be tragical and a lm o s t 
criminal to take an optimistic atti­ 
tude towards our rural system. In 
every phase of our life, unless it 
in our church life, we have passed 
far into the lead of our school prog 
less. 
As Hi G. Well* puts it, ‘‘We 
buy our boots and candy in m illio n 
dollars palaces and our education In 
the little dingy one-room red shanty 
that hasn’t passed beyond the stag- 
of the one-horse shay.” 
We go to 
show houses and theatres where we 
•pend more for sensual amusement 
in a month than we w ant to spend 
on intellectual and moral education 
in a year. 
A C o m p ariso n . 
The plasterers 
of Houston 
have 
been getting 
$12 per 
day for eight 
hours work. 
Last week they struck 
for $13 per 
day, or another dollar 
raise. 
I am teaching 
in the Edge 
school. I hold two college degrees. 
I get $175 
per 
month. 
Counting 
tw enty working days as a month, I 
get $8.75 per day. 
lf we count 
hours of work done, I get around < 5 
cents an hour. In other words, I get 
about half as much as the plasterer. 
I understand that the wages of the 
brick mason are even more than $13 
per day. Now, with these wage facts 
before you, do you not consider any 
man who has any ability at all as be 
ing very close kin to a fool should 
he chose teaching as a profession? 
And what is true 
of men is very 
largely true of women. 
So long as w’e pay more for plum­ 
bers, brick masons, plasterers, etc., 
than we do for men teachers, just 
so long will we have only men of 
very mediocre ability in our school 
rooms. 
Just so long as we pay our 
lady teachers barely enough to make 
ends meet for the year round, just 
this long will we have girls with very 
little training in our school rooms. 
I 
Just so long as we 
think 
school 
equipment consists entirely of house 


some desks and 
the state 
adopted 
books, just so long 
will we 
have 
teachers keeping school rather than 
training boys and girls for the de- 
; mends of our present day society. 
Lost M otion. 
1 
Heeding, w riting and 
arithmetic* 
with a very skimpy 
bit of drawing 
and a little physiology and hygeine, 
is about all of real value found in 
the rural school. 
Most of our arith 
metic could be thrown away. Read­ 
ing could be taught in one third of 
the time. 
English as about 80 per 
cent waste. History should be taught 
a s recreational reading. 
Nearly all 
the time put in on teaching spelling 
is wasted. 
Practically IOO per cent 
of the rural teachers do not teach 
writing properly. 
Algebra and g© 
ometry is abu surd for all girls and 
nearly all boys. 
Latin is a waste. 
In fact, less thai 50 per cent of 
our present work is as valuable as 
other work we could do within th ) 
school. 
You ask me what this work 
is and I tell y->u I do not know'. 
But 
I do know the reason we are not get­ 
ting anywhere. 
Simply because we 
are not enlisting our best brains in 
chout work. 
The brains we need to 
r< construct our educational system 
are being used in other fields, for in 
other fields they find greater re­ 
wards.
